HE influence that olreraft will 
have on the next war is not 
sufficiently understood by the people 
of Great Britain. This misunder- 
standing is caused by bitter argu- 
ments between extromiats, cach 
putting forward the claims of thair 
favourite fighting Service to. be 
moro important than the other two 
Forces. 

That type of argument {a valuc- 
Ics3.: The great warrtors of the 
world: have always correctly estim- 
nated the value of the different parts 
of the Force under thelr command, 
and it is only .by doing this that the 
fighting Services of any country 
ean be put in correct | adjustment 
with ench other with regard to 
strategic and tnetieal uses and 
practical economy. 

Our Sources Of Supply

It is quite obvious that {f you 
destroyed all the munition factories 
and the sourcegy of food supply of 
an enemy before a war started the 
enomy could never begin the war.

fleations, and armies in the first 
ense; and ships of war in the latter. 
But in modern times aircraft can 
fly over the fortifications and strike 
‘directly at the .sources of supply. 
At sea the aircraft greatly extend 
the vision of the warships, and also 
are the most efficient’ escorts for 
protoction ngainst attack by encmy 
submarines on the ships dnd con- 
voys bringing supplics to their 
Mother-country, through danger 
nreas near the coaling ports on the 
routes, and within some 300 or 400 
miles of their home ports. 
Importance Of Afr Arm 


~|~-It-is-no- exaggeration: to say-that 


with regard to future wars the alr 
has become the first Une of offence 
and defence. This fact does not In 
any’ way detract from the necessity 
of having an efMficfent Navy and 
Army to carry out thelr most neces- 
sary parts of the atrategy of the 
country. ‘ 

Wih regard to the British Em- 
pire, tho cruisers, 60 in number, 
which we are allowed and do not 
yet possess, are not asufliciont for 
the 80,000 miles of communications 
which we have to protect.

But this fact.” makes it still moro 
essential that our Air service, and 
those of the Dominions, should. bo 
bullt up to o proper level, so that 
with the assistance of alrcraft- 
‘and long-distance bombing and 
torpedo.’planes the alr ‘‘can take 
over more of the trade routes ant 
relonse cruisers’ for the work of 
protection farther from ‘the ports. 

Navy Not Enough : 

This ts made possible. by tho ‘the 
crensed ranges‘ of ‘aircraft’ in the 
nat few years, which enables vos- 
sels, collecting to make a convoy, to 
assemblo’ further from Iand than 
was the caso In the lost war. 

It 1s impossible for us to havo 
sullicient cruisers and small craft to 
convoy otir numerous vessels of sup- 
ply—even If we were- allowed suf- 
cient cruisers to do it—ns: the tx- 
pense would ‘bo too great for our 
National Exchequer. 

Consequontly, many of our ships 
wotld ‘be’ protécted ‘by escorts 
within a fow hundred miles of thelr. 
ports ‘of call, Between these points 
starting’ ‘ard finishing porta and 
they would separate ‘and take dif- 
ferent courses a long way, apart, 
and mect again only'at named 
places where they would find tho 
escorts waiting to take them through 
the danger zone. 

Planes And Submarines 

It is in these danger areas that 
tho enemy submarines will work, 
for the submarine has a very short 
rango of vision, and a-very small 
chance of making ‘a “bag” on tho 
high seas. Thore the cruiser js a 
much greater menace to trade than 
js the submarine, on account of its 
grater vision, superior speed, and 
larger radius of action. It is in 
these zones near ports of doparturo, 
arrival, and call. that aircraft will 
be most necessary. 

Information received from the 
captains of submarines who have 
experienced bombing from the alr 
show that this form of attack was 
the~most’-- terrifying- of~~any,--and 
that when the submarines lying on 
the surface to watch for their prey 
saw afr escort with a ship or con- 
voy they retired. 

This accounts for the fact that 
during the whole of the Great War 
not a single merchant ship was sunk 
at sen which was scorted by flying- 
boats, seaplarics, or acroplancs. “
